1. The Declaration and Amendment filed 9 March 2006 fail to over all rejections of record 
and moreover, applicant has fails to show good and sufficient reasons why the Declaration was 
not properly filed before the Final Rejection. In addition, the Declaration raises the issue of the 
public use and sale of the device more than one year prior to the filing date. Although, claims 1 
and 71 have been amended to allegedly overcome a rejection under the prior use bar, the 
Examiner submits that they are still not in condition. The limitation of "illuminating the wax" in 
both claims would be met by using the device in a room having a light, lamp, or sunlight. 
Furthermore, several other independent claims would be met by a combination of the device as 
sold with Andeweg.
